deserves well of the state. 


But duty to one's self and one's 


family does not exclude duty to one s 
neighbor. Earth <of us, rich or poor, 
can help (his neig(hlbor a-t times; and 
to do tliis he must be brought into 
touch with him, into sympathy with 
him. An effort is to be welcomed 
that brings people closer together, so 
as to secure & better understanding 
among those -whose walks of life are 
in ordinary circumstances far apart. 
Probably the good done is almost 
equally great on (botfa. sides, no mat* 
ter which one may seem to be help- 
ing the other. But it must'^e kept 
in mind that no good will be accom- 
plislred at all by any philanthropic

Morgan is not going to interfere in 
,ny manner in the coal strike. Mr. 
Moigan, they asseYt, was in touoi 


dth the situation while he was in 
iuiope just as'closely as now iti New 
*ork.( 
Foi this definite statement 


Ei. Moigan was directly responsible, 
f he did not literally dictate it. 
Before the railroad presidents met 


Mr. Moigan summoned George 3?. 
B^er, president of the Philadelphia 
,nd Be ^ding road, which owns ihe 
eisey Central, to his o.ffice, 
Mr. 


Bner, as president of the roads own- 
ng the largest coal fields and handl- 
ing the jncst coal, 19 the dominant 
pii it at the meetings of the coal road 
tresidents, 01, in. other words, the 
heads cf the ccal trurt. 


MORGAN GIVES HIS OKB'BItS. 
Foi an hour yesterday Mr. Morgan 
aid down the law to Mr. Baer rela- 
ive to the coal strike, and Mr* Baer 
went straight from there to fthe meet- 
ng of the presidents of <the coal 
<oads. To them He repeated the di* 
rections 
given by Mr. Morgan. 


Then, when the meeting was over, 
;he statement for the newspapers was 
made and Mr. Baer returned to the 
»fl&ce of Morgan & Co. He held a 
five-minute conference with Mr. Mor- 
gan, reporting to him briefly what 
had passed at the meeting of the coal 
presidents. Mr. Baer left for Phila- 
delphia as -soon as his last confeience 
for the day with Mr. Morgan was 
ended. 


Mr. Morgan did onost of the talking 


and asked innumerable questions, 
sometimes' cutting off' the reply with 
an impatient gesture or with another 
question before the answer could be 
ully given. 
Mr. Steele, one of Mr. Morgan^ 


New Tork partner, was called into 
the conference for a few minutes, and 
iater Mr. Stotesbury, <a member of 
Mr. Morgan's Philadelphia firm, was 
called in. Just before the conference 
ended Samuel Sloin, chairman of the 
boaid of diiectors of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western road, -and 
H. McKay Twombly, the representa- 
tive of the Vandei'bilt interests in 
the Lackawanna board, entered Mr. 
Morgan's office and took part in the 
discussion. 


WANTS FIGHT TO A FINISH. 
Judged by the statements" subse- 


quently made, Mr. Morgan told Mr. 
Baer that he (Morgan) was not going 
to interfere in the strike in any way; 
that the attitude of the operators in 
refusing to arbitrate onet with his 
approval and that he wanted the fight 
to go on to a finish. Before Mr. 
Baer left the office of Mr. Morgan 
telephone messages were sent to the 
presidents of the other eoal roads and 
they -met Mr. Baer at GDelmonico's 
dowaitown restaurant, 
where they 


lunched together. 


The whole situation was gone over 


fully and Mr, Baer communicated Mr. 
Morgan's views in the matter, 
were heartily indorsed by the rail- 
road presidents, who have from the 
first -deolaied that ithere was nothing 
to arbitrate and that the strike would 
only end when tne men returned to 
work on precisely the same terms and 
conditions which existed before 
strike. After the meeting the state- 
ments made by Mr* Baer and by the 
fcur presidents' w6re given out. 


BEADY TO OPEN MINES. 


In addition to these two statements 


one of the presidents at the confer- 
ence said:

passed-by the last legislature provid- 
ing that the term of office of all the 
four-year county officers shall ^b&gin 
January 1, 1904, is being questioned 
so far as it related to county clerks. 


'•The constitution of the state doe«s 


not recognize such an officer as the 
county clerk, it is asserted. The offi- 
cer as designated in the constitution 
is called the clerk of the circuit court. 
The act of the last legislature, how- 
ever, refers to clerks as county clerks. 
This failure of the new statute to 
properly designate the clerks makes 
the law inoperative so far as they are 
concerned, it is slid. 
r 


"Acting on this opinion that the 


Hw in regard to the time of county 
cleaks taking office is invalid, the 
democratic state committee is prepar- 
ing to see that candidates are put 
forward in all the counties where 
clerks would have- been elected this 
fall except for the law. 


"The purpose of the new law was 


to make the time of all county offi- 
cers taking their positions uniform, 
as hitherto there has been no general 
time, but the officials had taken pos- 
session "whenever they could do so. 
The time for the change to go into 
effect was fixed at January 1, 1905, 
so that all the present officers would 
have time to serve out their full 
terms. As this would carry all the 
officers past the next general election, 
an effort had been made to postpone 
electing the successors of the present 
officers until the election of 1904. 


"The democratic committee is de- 


termined to take no chances on the 
law, however, and will advise the 
coxmty committees of all 
courutdes 


where such conditions exist to see 
that candidates are put forward >at 
the present election, unless the su- 
preme court may give a decision in 
the matter before election day. 


"Attorney General Taylor believes 


the four-year officei's should not be 
chosen until the next election and he 
is anxious that the supreme court 
shall be asked to decide the question, 
so that there may be no doubt.

say embarrassing circumstances. The 
case was regularly reported 'by 'Che 
'Attending .physician as "being at 720 
High street -and Dr. Hammond .was 
deputized by Health Commissioner 
Macbetli to take charge of the case. 
Dr. Hammond went to the place and 
found tlie hcf.se locked up -and neigh- 
bors informed him that ''the -people 
in the liouse "ha'd gone down, town to 
see 'the carnival. 
O.'hen there was 


something doing nnd the girl, .whose 
name is Hazel Poulson, and .who is 
about 9 years of age, was founfl in 
a crowded clown town -business house, 
in company -with her mother. Quick- 
ly, but quietly she was .removed from 
the store and itaken home. With as 
little ostentati on as possible 'the 
clerks -tn the store •were Vaccinated 
•and this morning the work of fumi- 
gating itho premises wns completed.

MORGAN GIVES HIS ORDERS. 
For an hour yesterday Mr. Morgan 


laid down the law to Mr. Baer rela- 
tive to the coal strike, nnd Mr. Baer 
went straight from there .to the meet- 
ing of .the prrsidents of .the coal 
roads. 
To them lie repeated the di- 


rections 
given 
by Mr. Morgan. 


Then, when the meeting was over, 
the statement for the newspapers was 
made and Mr. Baer returned to -the 
office of Morgan & Co. He held a 
five-minute conference with Mr. Mor- 
gan, reporting to him brie-fly what 
had passed at the mooting of the c 
presidents. Mr. Baer left for Phila- 
delphia, as soon as his last conference 
for the day with Mr. Morgan WELS 
ended. 


Mr. Morgan did most of the talking 


and asked innumerable 
questions, 


sometimes cutting off the reply with 
im impatient gesture or with anc-ther 
question before .the answer could -be 
fully given. 


Mr. Stecle, one of Mr. MorganJs 


New York partners, was called into 
the conference for a few minutes, and 
later Mr. Stotesbury, n member of 
Mr. Morgan's Philadelphia firm, was 
called in. Just before the conference 
ended Samuel Sloan, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western road, find 
H. McKay Twonrbly, .the representa- 
tive of the Vnnderbilt interests in 
the Lackawanna board, entered Mr. 
Morgan's office nnd took part in the 
discussion. 


WANTS FIGHT TO A FINISH. 
Judged by the statements" subse- 


quently made, Mr. Morgan told Mr. 
Baer that he (Morgan) was not going 
to interfere In tlie strike in any way; 
that the attitude of the operators in 
refusing- to arbitrate -met with his 
approval and that, he wanted the fig-lit 
to go on to a finish. 
Before Mr. 


Baer left the office of Mr. Morgan 
telephone messages were sent to the 
presidents of the other coal roads and 
they met Mr. Baer at 'Delmonico's 
downtown restaurant, 
where they 


lunched together. 


"There is now one great difficulty 


standing in the way of an arbitration 
law. 
Many of the labor unions are 


not incorporated. Until they are no 
law can be made binding, as no con- 
tract or agreement could be enforced 
upon them, while the operators, on 
the other hand, could be held liable. 


"Incorporation of all Inbor unions 
s the primary step toward the pas- 
sage of an arbitration law. The un- 
ions must be responsible for the car- 
rying out of an -agreement, and until 
they are there is little hope for com- 
pulsory arbitration of labor trou- 
bles." 


M1NEES IN UGLY MOOD. 


The whole situation was gone over 


fully and Mr. Baer communicated Mr. 
Morgan's views in the matter. These 
were heari.ily indorsed by tho rail- 
road presidents, who have from the 
first declared that -there was nothing 
to arbitrate and that the strike would 
only ond when the men returned to 
work on precisely the sama terms and 
conditions w.hich existed .before -the 
strike. After the meeting the state- 
ments made by Mr. Brier and by the 
tciir presidents were' given out. 


BEADY TO OPEN MINES. 


In addition to these-two statements 


one of the presidents at the confer- 


tce said: 
"Whe-n the operators endeavor to 


open their mints tlie work of resump- 
tion will -be carried on as quietly as 
possible in order not .to create any 
di&turbaiice. It is impossible to say 
just .when definite steps will bo taken 
to open the collieries. 


"Every day, however, more men 


are becoming restless under the 
strain of their long idleness and ex- 


ib'it a desire to-return to work. The 


mines are being cleaned .and prepai- ,d 
generally .for a re-sumption, of work, 
so that when .the time comes there 
will be little dalay." 


Mr. Morgan refused to discuss his 


conference with Mr. Basr, nna when

Columbus, O., Aug. 25.^-The Ohio 


legislature convened at 3 p. m. today 
in extraordinary session 
to enact 


'laws to pi-OYide for the government 
of municipalities 'aflld to restore lost 
jurisdiction to tflie supreme court, 
these matters 'hjivin'g teen rendered 
cha'dtic by tflie action of the court 
during tlhe early summer. 


After roll 'call tlhe governor's mes- 


sage, accompanied by >a municipal 
code bill, prepared under the Sirec- 
tion of the chief executive, was re- 
ceived, following this resolutions 
•were ottered On the aeaQi of T. Wil- 
liam Bell, jr., former secretary of 
state Bud at Uhe time of -his death a 
member Of the house. 'Adjournment 
.-was tfcen taken. 


THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 
In fcis mesfeage, Governor Nasai 


tost caiHa attention to tihe net parsed 
last May, depriving 
tlhe supreme 


count 'of neaaly all 'appellate jurisdio- 
tibn formerly possessed 'by the court. 
(The repeal of the act is recommend- 
ed. Continuing, tihe message says: 


"During the last days of June the 


supreme court of the state handed 
down several decisions Trihich. practi- 
cally deprive our municipal corpora- 
tions of all government. 
It is ap- 


parent tihat tins is an extraordinary 
occasion which nee'ds & remedy at tlie 
earliest possible moment. Constitu- 
tional government must be restored 
to our cities and villages. The labnr 
demanded of us is n'otso much, a work 
of constitution aswf readjustment.The 
question nvrw is not w!hat we think 
would be a 'model' municipal gov- 
ernment, but wlialt we can get con- 
sidering the constitutional 
limita- 


tions and 'ail the circumstances sur- 
rounding UB. The task must be sp- 
proateheu1 witji a spirit of 'give and 
take' and ''witfll & determination to 
accept something wMon will bring 
gOo'4 out of it. 
It will be time 


enough to attempt to have favorite 
ideas in regard to municipalities in- 
corporated into law when order lias 
been restored and w&en the general 
assembly has temple time at its Tegu- 
lar session to 'discuss and consider 
them." 


OPPOSED TO CONVENTION. 


The 'governor then traces briefly 


the History of tlhe constitutional gov- 
ernment of municipalities^ 'and ad- 
vises that tlhe 'legislature ignore the 
requests for 'a constitutional con- 
vention. 


He submits Ms ideas of the neces- 


sity of tie situation in the form or a 
municipal code 1)111, the enactment 
of wthioh toe recommends. 


Concluding, the governor Says: 
"I suggest that Iby joint resolu- 


tions you refer the school laws to tie 
state commissioner of common schools 
and "the attorney general, the laws 
relating to compensation of county 
officers to. the auditor of state, secre- 
tary -of stete 'anld the attorney gen- 
eral; the laws relating to registra- 
tion and elections to tBe secretary of 
state and to annual boards of equali- 
zation to the auditor of state, with 
instructions to revise and re-codify 
said laws, remove therefrom all im- 
perfections and have 
their 
work 


ready for presentation to the general 
assembly, on the first Monday in Jan- 
uary, 1904." 


He earnestly recommends that no 


other subject of legislation be con- 
sidered.

Korah, Dathan and Abiram. — Thi 


Israelites stayed near Kadesh-baraea 
for 38 years, living- the life of nomads 
with no permanent settlements, bu 
roaming1 far and wide with their cat 
tie, aa the Bedouin do to-day. Prob 
ably the -tabernacle was not movec 
during all that time, but continued 
to b'e the center of the theocratic 
government. The movement of Ko 
rah Is another indication of the gen 
eral feeling that the.government o: 
Moses was autocratic rather 
thai 


theocratic. 
Discipline had to b 


maintained at siny cost or the people 
wduld fall apart into scattered and 
helpless groups, and never be able to 
conquer Caiman. Against the severity 
of.the punishment the people protest 
ed, blaming Moses and thus showing 
that the spirit of rebellion was uol 
dead. 


Budding of Aaron's Rod.—The inci- 


dent recorded here is Intended ai 
guarantee of the Divine appointment 
of Aaron* to the priesthood. It pro- 
duced the desired effect, and, as 17: 
12, • 13/show, intimidated the people. 
The subjection of the people was se- 
cured .by fear. 


The Sin of Moses and Aaron.—20:1 


refers to the gathering of the peo- 
ple, 
preparatory to moving on the 


promised land. Xadesh is a well- 
watered neighborhood, but the dis- 
trict in which it stands la arid, and. 
the people would have to travel long 
before reaching a suitable water sup- 
ply, 'riie'sin of Moses and Aaron, is 
somewhat obscure, some supposing it 
to have been impatient anger, others 
finding it in an attempt to take to 
themselves the credit for the miracle. 


Kefusal of Edora. — The hope of 


Moses was . for 
peaceful. passage 


through EHom, but the 
Edomitei 


made BO curt refusal and so strong 
show of resistance that the people 
had to go about, thus gaining a i. 
more advantageous military position 
for the conquest. 


Bitten by Serpents.—The Canaanite 


Icing who attacked Israel did not need 
to cross Edora. He thought the peo- 
ple intended to come by way of his 
territory, and attacked them in the 
hqpe of preventing such a movement. 
Utter destruction or "devotion" was 
a religious sanction to the overthrow 
of a city. By it nothing could be 
kept for spoil, but everything, wheth- 
er living or inanimate, had to be de- 
stroyed or sacrificed to God. It was 
a. brutal and bloody method of war- 
fare. The journey around Edora was 
rough and difficult, nnd it is no won- 
der that the people were discouraged. 
Hut the murmuring was unreasonable 
after all the wonderful deliverances 
that had preceded it. Christ Himself 
was familiar with this passage, and 
drew from it one of the illustrations 
with which. His marvelous discourses 
abounded (John 3:14).

part of Luzon, 'and the life was re- 
plete with interesting experiences. 
TJie young man is a nurse by profes- 
sion, and was so well versed in medi- 
cine that in the scarcity of gradu- 
ated physicians in the islands he was 
pressed into service and placed in 
charge of cholera hospitals -at several 
points. The greater part of the time 
he was statoned at Santa Rosa, a vil- 
lage south of .Manila, and here his 
administration of the hospital affairs 
was notably efficient and successful. 


During the long months apart from. 


American civilization Mr. Spangle 
received frequent copies of The Sen- 
tinel, sent by friends in Port Wayne, 
and he laughingly tells how the 
papers were read nnd re-xead by the 
soldiers and hospital attaches, every 
line having a deep interest to the lads 
who were thousands of miles from 
home.

Frankfort, Ky., Aug. 20.—The of 


ficials of the state penitentiary and 
the citizens of Frankfort were thrown 
into a state of wild excitement this 
m-orning by a revolt in the prison 
started by an attempt to gain their 
liberty on the part of three desper- 
adoes, Frank Brooks, of Morgan 
county, and Wallace Bishop and T. 
ffiulligan, t)i Kenton county. 


Before the riot, which 'began at 6 
'clock and lasted until after 10, was 


quelled and the mutinous convicts 
vere captured, Bishop was fatally 
wound-ad, Mulligan shot in the shoul-

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MAD ANTHONY'S TWO GRAVES 


BONES DP FAMOUS SOLDIER FOB WHOM FORT WAYNE IS fT 


NAMED REST AT RADNOR; HIS FLESH AT ERIE. 
| 


Sort Wayne's history is iiidM 


"bly linked with the memory cf the 
famous revolutionary hero 
from 


whom the city took its name. The 
cycle of years that have elapsed sinci 
General Mad Anthony Wnyne in his 
dashing campaign against the In- 
dians reached the junction of tlie St. 
Mary's and tlie St. Joe rivers, build- 
ed a fort at the point which com- 
manded the waterway in three direc- 
tions have brightened rather than 
dimmed the halo of his glory, and 
the story of his activity is perpetuat- 
ed in the splendid 
city whish has 


risen to mark 
the-.spot-where the 


fearless fighter planted his banner 
more than a century ago. 


Every Fort Wayne citizen is fa- 


miliar with the location of the old 
fort, yet hundreds of visitors each 
year go to the eastern terminus of 
M-ain street, where a pretty little 
plot, triangular in shape, enclosed 
by iron paling and blossoming with 
flowers murks the precise spot where 
the old blockhouse stood. 
It was 


easily the central figure of old Fort 
Wayne, and around it cluster treas- 
ured memory and anecdote of the 
pioneer days. "Old Fort park" it is 
called, though tlie last fragment of 
the -fort disappeared many years ago. 
There are still citizens living who re- 
member well the outlines of the old 
building surrounded by a. stockade, 
and there is yet in Fort Wayne one 
citizen, at least—ths vensrabls Louis 
Peltier—who was bnrn within tlie 
walls of the frontier fort. 
Many oldsr families of the city, also 


'have wines, chairs and other trinkets 
made from timl-;rs seeura<l years ago 
when tiie old fart was dismantled, 
and these keep&.ikes -are valued high- 
ly. Ko trace of the old structure re- 
imams on the site today, but i-ising 
above its center is a staff flying the 
stars and stripes. An old piece oc 


'artillery from the'civil war also oc- 
cupies -a" place there, and toward 'tlie 
eastern point of -the triangle 
is 


mounted on massive 'masonry a de- 
fense gun from the old Spanish bat- 
teries 'at Santiago. 


BESTS IN" TWO GRAVES. 


Turning .from • ths center of Gen- 


eral Wayne's -activities here, passing 
by the perpetuation- of his name in 
city, in street >and in countless man- 
ufacturing concerns nvho find the 
name "Wayns" an attractive prefix, 
a curious bit of circumstance is pre- 
sented -as one seeks to learn -of his 
resting place. For-among tlie'many 
distinctions accorded to J,he deeds of 
HajCT General 
Wayne, !and whose 


memory is 'commemorated in the new 
Stony Point park, in N>ew York, 
there is the singular 'one that -his 
mortal remains occupy in part two 
separate graves in different parts of 
Pennsylvania, 
each 
cf 
which is 


known by suitable 
inscription as 


"the grave of General Wayne." 
STo 


other public man can :;laiiii this uni- 
que distinction. 


"Mad Anthony," after the close of 


the revolution, was appointed com- 
missioner of the American govern- 
ment to treat with the northwestern 
Indians and to -receive the s-irrendsr 
of tlie military posts given up by 
the British wt the 'Cessation of hos- 
tilities. Ho had completed the task 
assigned -to him 
-ami in November, 


1798, was on his way across Lake 
Erie from Detroit to FortPresque Isle 
now Erie, Pa., when- lie was attacked 
•with gout, and on Dec. 15, of that 
year, (1796), died in the blockhouse 
which' lie had himself erected at thai 
pla*:e. 


There was a 'high bluff, known as 


Garrison hill, in the neighboihood of 
the blockhouse, on which a flagstaff 
had been set up, and at his expressed 
wish he was buried en the spot where 
the flagstaff then stood. Tlie coffir, 
•covered \rith cloth, on which was his 
name in brass nails, was placed in a 
brick vault, and there the remains 
of the brave and chivalrous Wayne 
lay for thirteen years 'without notice 
or recognition. 


FINDING THE COFFIN. 


In 1809 soma memory of the patri- 


otic warrior 
was aroused 
in the 


breast of liis family mid his son, Col. 
Isaac Wayne, accompanied by a 
friend of his father, an old army 
surgeon, went to Presque Isle in a 
two-\vhealed vehicle to search for the 
grave and remove the remains. The 
flagstaff in the meanwhile had dis- 
appeared and no clew apparently re- 
main-ad to guide them. Singularly 
enough, when they and a number of 
citizens were about to give iip the 
search the chance meeting with a b-jy 
who WAS tending cattle on tlie hill 
supplied the information and they 
were thus by accident enabled to lo- 


• cate the grave. 


The body of the old general v/as 


found in a state of almost perfect 
preservefcien, so much so that oven 
his military clothing, 
-boots, etc.. 


were not in the least affected by de- 
tflVj and were given to an old sol 
dier, who donned them with pride 
r.ml wore them for 'a long thus in 
honor of his old commander. 


A new difficulty, however, present- 


ed itself at this juncture to Colonel 
SlTnyno, Mif» twn-whw>lfvl nmvfl 


being found insufficient to cany the 
remains intact to the place destined 
for them. After consultation the only 
means feasible was to remove tha 
flesh from the bones. This was done 
by boiling, the fle&h. so removed be- 
ing placed in the coffin and rebur:cd 
in the vault. 


The bones were then taken by Col. 


Wayne to St. David's church, Bad- 
ncr, Newton township, Pennsylva- 
nia, where they were buried, and 
over which in the same year the 
Pennsylvania Society of Cincinnati 
erected a marble monument eight 
feat in height at a cost of S500, duJy 
inscribed to the memory of the gal- 
lant dead and dedicated with impos- 
ing civiq r.nd military ceremonies. 


The original grave at Fort Presque 


Isle, containing- the flesh removed 
from the bones as already described, 


in tlie meantime forgotten for 


sixty-aeven years, and was only dis- 
covered in January, 1876, by acci- 
dent. Fcrt Presque Isle became Erie 
(tlie blockhouse had 
-boec. burned 


;ome thirty years 
before), and in 


1872 a smallpox hospital was erected 
on Garrison hill by the city author- 
ities. 
. 


THE ORIGINAL GBAVE. 


In 1876 the physician in. charge 


of the hospital was partial to horse- 
back exercise, •and in going to and 
retiiLi-mng from the hospital rode a 
spirited horse. 
In going over the 


ground at a lively rate 'his attention 
was drawn to a ^pot which sounded 
he-How under the horse's hoof, and, 
having investigated the cans?, tlie 
original grave of G-eneral Wayne v/as 
again discovered, the csfiin lid stud- 
d-sd with brass nails being ones mcro 
in evidence. 


•Removing the lid, the dried flesh 


and the knives with which it had 
been removed from the bones were 
fauncl. 
Near the grave 
-also v/as 


found the footpiece of the old flag- 
stair, mada of two chestnut logs in 
the form of a cross. The finding of 
the grave at the beginning of ths 
centennial year caused -a great tlaal 
of satisfaction, and on Memorial day 
a large body of veterans visited the, 
grave and steps were taken for the , 
purpose of erecting a. monument on 
! 


the spot. 
j 


Three years later—1879—the state i 


of Pennsylvania appropriated SI,500 
and a committee was appointed to' 
cany out the design. A new stone 
was placed over the grave, with a 
suitable inscription, while the old 
coffin lid, -with its inscription 
in 


brass-lieaded nails, is preserved in a 
frame covered -with glass. 


The design of the Erie monument 


is that of the original blockhouse 
erected there in 1797 by General 
Wayne. It is built of-squared oak 
log's, well notched together at the 
corners. 
The first story is sixte3a 


fest square and ten high, and the up- 
per story is octagonal in shape and 
made to project several feet over the 
lower floor, from which a flight of 


indhig steps leads 
to the upper 


fleer. The roof is octagonal and is 
finished to a point in the center frjni 
which waves the flag of the country 
the old warrior served so -well. Four 
Parrott guns sent by the war depart- 
ment are placed 
outside, and the 


building- is in charge of a roistodian. 
, Thus a peculiar train of circmr- 
stances has conrbined to. give .Major 
General Wayne 
the distinction "oi 


having his memory -honorad by two 
graves, one at Radnor, Pa., where 
rests liis bones, and the other -at Erie, 
Pa., where is deposited all that re- 
mains of tlie flesh which once covered 
his mortal frame.

Many mysterious crimes in a great

stances are directly attributed

what is popularly known as "knock- 
out drops." Every few days the yo- 
ilce are called upon to look up cases 
of.robbery in which the circumstances 
point either to the fact that the vic- 
tim has been a consummate idot or 
that drugs or drinks have robber him 
temporarily of every vestige of sense. 


Time after time the polica are call- 


ed upon to unravel mysterious rob- 
beries. The man usually turns up at 
the station the morning after aa "all 
night of it"' and reports that he has 
been robbed of such and such a sum. 
Inquiries into the case show that he 
had gone out the night before with 
such and such persons and af;e? a 
certain time he lost all consciousness.

The police 
are continually running irp against 
cases of this sort.

drug- has a pungent tas'.a and a rath- 
er pronounced 'od'or. It is usually 
obtained in n saturated solution and 
not used until the victim :s pi'ett; 
well intoxicated, so the tas:<; will not 
be perceptible. 


Its effect is soporific. The person 


ivh'o has been drugged by it usually 


s a dizziness come over him. A 


few miirutss later it is all up with 
him and a person could r-;b hi.n with 
mpunity.

flesh WAS a religious right conferred

the Indians living on this side of the 
big river (the Mississippi), and by 
hereditary descent passed from fam- 
ily to family. On the death of my 
grandfather my father 'and his only 
brother became tiie sole representa- 
tives of this order, each Slaving the 
light to perform iihe ceremonies at 
the human sacrifices.' 


:I asked him how -often he had 


eaten human flesh, find did he assist 
n killing- those to be devoured, 
" 'No," said he, 'the victims were 


always prisoners of war, and gener- 
ally Indians from liostile tribes, andf 
now and tihen a palefatee. 
In my 


younger 
dojys I pai'ticipa/tefd in a 


great many of these feasts. We .all 
liked the taste of human flesh. It 
is much sweeter than the flesh of 
wild animals. We never ata it solely' 
for the purpose 'of food, 'to satisfy 
hunger. We partook of it as a; relig- 
ious rite, although some of the In- 


•wiheii invited to pai'take with. 


us, would ,eat more tlian others. My 
brother and sister likeditso well that 
they would eat until they were full. 
As time passed the custom gradually 
declined. 
The Catholic mssionarles 


did much to stop these sacrifices. It 
has been, over twenlty years since I 
Last tasted human flesh.' 


"White Skin prided himself upon 


the fact tliat he represented a fam- 
ily that iisd such great distinction 
conferred upon it. 
'WUien I was 


aibout twenty years old,' said he, *! 
.ttended a. great feast of the order," 
held on the east bank of the St Jo- 
seph river, near Kemkionga. (Port 
Wayne).' 
Bruno pointed to a pla- 


teau of ten -or fifteen 'acres, just east 
of where we were seated, as the'spot 
where tfliese human sacrifices took 
place. 'We were notified thp day be- 
fore to be at the place of sacrifice by 
the following afternoon. We reached 
ths grounds about noontime. Tho 
faces of the entire family were paint- 
ed black—even tlie papoose on its 
mother's back. 
A crowd of several 


hundred Indians already had assem- 
bled, anxiously waiting for £he cere- 
monies to begin.

who was perfectly naked, fastened to

ended,

The Two Ways.—In the day in whicli 


t.he words of our text were spoken tUt, 
roads or highways were the main, ar- 
teries of communication and trade be- 
tween cities and there was generally 
but one road leading from ,point to 
point, so that our Lord used anillustra- 
tion which wonld appeal forcibly to 
His hearers. 
In this day, when the 


country is .covered with its network 
of railroads, and many excellent road- 
ways lead from city to city, the figure 
has lost much of its meaning. It is 
hard to find the city of any consider- 
able size which is not reached by two 
or more roads or railroads, but in the 
days of our Lord there was the one 
road between cities over which 
the 


travel and commerce passed. Further- 
more, the cities of those days were 
walled and gateways opened out upon 
the highway, aud through these gate- 
ways all must- pass who sought to 
travel by that road. 


Rome had built her highways broad 


and long from the large cities of the 
then known world back to the horns 
of tlie Caesars and the center of the 
world's power. While, the commercial 
life of the world was flowing- over these 
splendid highways and the many, were 
passing to and fro bent on the world- 
ly ambitions and aims, with Home as 
the center, the devout Jew's thought 
and hope were centered in Jerusalem, 
and the narrow, rugged pathways of 
Palestine were traveled by the pil- 
grims as they journeyed toward it to 
keep the feast days and worship the 
true God. May it not have been that 
the thought of the two ways first came 
to Jesus as He journeyed towards Je- 
rusalem when He was 12 years of age, 
and probably for the first time saw and 
crossed tlie great roadway built by 
Home from Damascus to the south 
through Palestine? Here was Rome 
and her great highways on the one 
hand and Jerusalem and the narrow 
rugged road which led over the brow of 
Mount Olivet and on into the city to 
tlie, temple gate on the other. There is 
a forcible contrast here which would 
have readily suggested itself to those 
who listened to our Lord as He spoke 
these words which would not at first 
occur to us. 


A. Wide Gate and a Broad Way char- 


acterize the road which leads to de- 
struction, and a Strait Gate and a Nar- 
row Way the road which leads to life. 
Why is it that man's way should be on 
such a grand scale and appear so at- 
tractive, and God's way so limited and 
the Strait Gate thereto so hard to find? 
Tbe Broad Way spreadsout.into all the 
world and takes in everything nnd ends 
'n destruction. The Narrow Way leads 
through the world to a definite point 
where the soul drinks in life eternal 
and finds full scope for its powers. The 
Broad Road yields a present reward 
at the sacrifice of the eternal welfare 
of tlie soul. The Narrow Hoad leads 
from the allurements of the world, 
past the pitfalls and snares of 
the 


Devil, to the sure reward of the Fa- 
ther's house. The Broad Road has a 
Wide Gate and expanding roadbed, be- 
cause the Devil is the architect and he 
builds for time and not eternity, and 
seeks to give the souls of his followers 
all that they will ever get. The Nar- 
row Way has a Strait Gate and con- 
tracted roadway, becanse this life Is 
but a pilgrimage, nnd the home of the 
soul Is in Heaven,
